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IIVTRODUCTION 

The  thirty-fourth  annual  report  of  the  Public  Health  Statistics 
Section,  formerly  known  as  the  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics,  pre- 
sents in  Part  II  tabular  information  regarding  North  Carolina's 
population,  births,  deaths,  and  stillbirths.  The  majority  of  the 
tabulations  are  by  place  of  residence ;  selected  items  are  given  by 
place  of  occurrence.  Part  I  of  this  report  is  printed  separately 
and  contains  communicable  disease  morbidity  data. 

The  first  annual  report  appeared  in  1914.  Subsequent  reports 
have  been  published  annually  since  that  time  with  the  exception 
of  the  years  1918  and  1919. 

Certificates  of  births,  deaths,  and  stillbirths  occurring  in  1949 
that  were  filed  in  1949  and  the  first  three  months  of  1950  are 
included  in  this  report.  It  is  estimated  that  vital  events  occur- 
ring in  1949  but  reported  after  the  first  three  months  of  1950 
will  comprise  slightly  less  than  two  per  cent  of  the  total  1949 
events.  There  are  strong  indications  that  registration  in  the 
state  has  been  improving  in  recent  years.  The  certificates  are 
more  completely  accurate  and  on  the  average  have  been  filed 
more  promptly. 

Population 

The  total  population  estimates  by  county  and  city  are  prob- 
ably more  reliable  than  they  have  been  since  1942.  This  is  due 
to  the  fact  that  a  preliminary  population  release  by  county  and 
city  as  of  April  1,  1950  has  been  received  from  the  U.  S.  Bureau 
of  the  Census.  This  has  enabled  us  to  approximate  population 
shifts  more  accurately.  Unfortunately,  no  population  data  by 
color,  sex,  or  age  distribution  had  been  received  up  to  the  time 
of  printing;  therefore,  the  color  estimates  in  this  report  may 
be  significantly  too  high  or  too  low  for  some  counties  and  cities. 

The  interpolation  method  was  used  in  estimating  the  total 
population  for  the  state,  counties,  and  cities.  This  method  as- 
sumes a  uniform  increase  between  the  two  census  years.  Since 
so  little  information  was  available  on  the  color  distribution  for 
1949,  the  percentage  distribution  in  1940  by  color  was  applied 
to  the  1949  county  and  city  totals.  Undoubtedly,  shifts  in  the 
color  distribution  have  taken  place  since  1940  for  some  of  the 
counties;  therefore,  this  should  be  kept  in  mind  when  compar- 
ing county  rates  by  color. 
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The  population  of  North  Carolina  as  of  April  1,  1950  was 
4,038,814,  according  to  the  preliminary  release  issued  by  the 
U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Census.  This  total  represents  a  population 
gain  of  467,191  people  (13.1%  increase)  over  the  1940  total  of 
3,571,623. 

The  estimated  population  of  North  Carolina  as  of  July  1,  1949 
was  4,003,775.  This  estimate  excludes  armed  forces  overseas. 
The  natural  increase  in  population  (excess  of  births  over  deaths) 
between  April  1,  1940  and  July  1,  1949  was  606,187.  The  fact 
that  the  actual  increase  (432,152),  based  on  the  1949  estimate, 
was  less  than  the  natural  increase  suggests  that  this  State  lost 
approximately  174,035  people  due  to  migration  between  these 
two  periods. 

All  incorporated  towns  and  cities  with  a  population  of  2,500 
and  over,  according  to  the  1940  census,  are  included  in  Tables 
14A  and  14B.  Although  there  are  other  unincorporated  areas 
with  a  greater  population  than  this  minimum  and  several  towns 
have  attained  a  population  of  at  least  2,500  since  1940,  it  was 
not  possible  to  include  such  areas  in  this  table. 

Natality 

In  1949,  there  were  107,149  live  births  occurring  to  mothers 
who  were  residents  of  the  state.  The  crude  birth  rate  was  26.8 
births  per  1,000  population.  There  were  71,833  white  births 
and  35,316  nonwhite  births.  For  the  fourth  consecutive  year, 
over  100,000  births  were  recorded. 

There  were  2,694  resident  stillbirths  reported  resulting  in  a 
rate  of  25.1  stillbirths  per  1,000  live  births.  If  stillbirths  were 
considered  as  a  single  cause  of  death,  they  would  rank  fourth 
between  cancer  and  nonmotor  vehicle  accidents  as  a  leading 
cause  of  death.  This  state  defines  a  stillbirth  as  a  fetus  showing 
no  evidence  of  life  after  complete  birth  if  the  twentieth  week 
of  gestation  has  been  reached. 

Mortality 

There  were  30,675  resident  deaths  recorded  in  1949.  The 
crude  death  rate  was  7.7  deaths  per  1,000  population.  Diseases 
of  the  heart,  as  they  have  for  the  last  29  years,  were  responsible 
for  more  deaths  than  any  other  cause  of  death,  accounting  for 
approximately  one-third  of  all  deaths  for  the  year. 
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All  mortality  statistics  by  cause  in  this  report  are  classified 
according  to  the  Sixth  Decennial  Revision  of  the  International 
Lists  of  Diseases  and  Causes  of  Death.  This  is  the  first  year 
that  this  revised  statistical  code  has  been  applied  to  the  causes 
of  death;  therefore,  some  attention  must  be  given  to  the  effects 
of  the  revision  on  certain  causes  of  death  before  comparison  vv^ith 
previous  years  can  be  accurately  made. 

The  most  important  feature  of  this  revised  method  of  cause- 
of -death  assignment  is  the  emphasis  that  is  placed  on  the  under- 
lying cause  of  death,  as  determined  by  the  attending  physician. 
The  physician  v^^as  asked  to  indicate  the  underlying  cause  prior 
to  1949 ;  however,  in  the  absence  of  adequate  instructions  on  the 
standard  death  certificate  for  the  decade  1939-1948,  there  was 
some  variation  in  the  way  that  causes  of  death  were  reported. 

In  Table  9,  "Deaths  from  Selected  Causes:  North  Carolina, 
1916-1949,"  it  is  necessary  to  take  into  consideration  the  effect 
of  the  revision  of  the  International  List  and  of  the  procedure 
for  selecting  the  cause  of  death  to  be  tabulated  where  two  or 
more  causes  are  jointly  reported.  A  comparability  ratio  is  shown 
which  shows  the  approximate  change  that  has  taken  place  due 
to  coding  revisions  between  1949  and  prior  years  1939-1948.  This 
ratio  was  obtained  by  classifying  deaths  according  to  the  Fifth 
Revision  of  the  International  Code  as  well  as  by  the  Sixth  Revi- 
sion and  then  basing  the  ratio  on  the  changes  derived. 

It  should  be  emphasized  that  data  for  1949  on  deaths  by  cause 
are  not  strictly  comparable  with  data  for  previous  years,  since 
the  Sixth  Revision  for  classifying  causes  of  death  was  used  for 
the  first  time  in  1949.  It  is  apparent  that  the  change  in  classi- 
fication procedure  has  affected  comparability  of  mortality  data 
for  the  more  important  causes  of  death  as  follows:  under  the 
new  system  at  least  10%  fewer  deaths  are  being  assigned  to 
diabetes  mellitus,  nephritis,  cirrhosis  of  the  liver,  pneumonia, 
immaturity,  and  accidents  other  than  motor  vehicles;  whereas, 
at  least  10%  more  deaths  are  being  assigned  to  hypertension, 
vascular  lesions  affecting  the  central  nervous  system,  and  gen- 
eral arteriosclerosis.  For  these  causes  in  particular,  trends 
should  be  studied  with  a  cognizance  of  the  break  in  continuity 
of  data  in  1949. 
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Infant  and  Maternal  Mortalitij 

There  were  4,057  infant  deaths  and  128  maternal  deaths  re- 
ported. The  resultant  infant  and  maternal  deaths  per  1,000  live 
births  were  37.9  and  1.2,  respectively.  The  1948  infant  mortal- 
ity rate  (35.3)  when  compared  with  1949  was  lower;  whereas, 
the  1948  maternal  rate  was  higher  (1.9). 

In  1918,  there  was  an  all-time  high  rate  of  101.8  infant  deaths 
per  1,000  live  births.  The  previous  high  year  for  maternal 
deaths  was  also  in  1918  when  there  were  10.8  maternal  deaths 
per  1,000  live  births.  The  infant  mortality  rate  was  two  and 
one-half  times  as  high  thirty-one  years  ago  as  it  was  in  1949 
while  the  maternal  rate  was  nine  times  as  high  at  that  time. 

Rates 

All  rates  shown  in  this  report  are  crude  rates  unless  otherwise 
specified.  Such  rates  have  not  been  adjusted  for  differences  in 
the  age,  sex,  color,  rural  or  urban  distribution  of  the  population 
or  for  under-registration  or  late  reporting.  Such  factors,  plus 
the  knowledge  that  population  figures  are  estimated,  should  be 
kept  in  mind  when  comparing  two  different  areas  or  time  periods. 

Changes  in  This  Report 

Each  year,  this  office  is  asked  for  varying  types  of  vital  statis- 
tics information  which  indicates  the  necessity  for  preparing 
additional  tabulations.  Every  effort  has  been  made  to  include 
those  tabulations  with  data  most  frequently  requested.  In  most 
cases,  information  given  in  a  previous  annual  report  but  not 
included  in  this  report,  may  be  obtained  by  request. 

Crude  rates  for  cities  are  included  in  this  report;  whereas, 
they  were  omitted  in  the  1946-1948  reports  due  to  lack  of  reliable 
city  population  data.  Some  tables  included  have  been  slightly 
revised  or  supplementd  by  other  tabulations.  In  Table  2,  the 
birth  and  death  totals  have  been  revised  in  accordance  with 
national  reports.  The  latter  tend  to  be  higher  due  to  the  more 
complete  correction  for  out-of-state  occurrences  of  North  Caro- 
lina residents.  Tables,  new  or  revised,  appearing  in  this  report 
are  as  follows:
